DECLARES PEOPLE 


WANT CANDIDATES 
PLAGED ON BALLOT 


No Interest in Amend- 
ments, Rivers’ ‘Dictated’ 
Election Too Costly, 
Ordinary Declares. 


By LUKE GREENE. 

Morgan county bounced into 
the ranks of the rugged indi- 
vidualists yesterday when its 
ordinary, Grady Atkinson, flat- 
ly asserted there would be no 
election in that county Tues- 
day, June 6. 

The ordinary contends the 
county doesn’t have the money 
to hold the election, that there 


is no interest in it and that the 
people object to voting on a ballot 
from which the names of a num- 
ber of qualified candidates have 
been stricken by the executive de- 
partment. 


Rivers Assailed. 

Meanwhile, John S. Wood, one 
of the candidates whose names 
were withheld from the ballot by 
Governor Rivers, charged that the 
Governor acted in a manner “dic< 
tatorial, unwarranted and in vio- 
lation of the plain provisions of 
the code of Georgia,” and called 
on his friends to write his name 
on the ballot for attorney general. 

Down in the Morgan county . 
courthouse, at Madison, the fiery, 
plain-spoken ordinary declared in 
no uncertain terms he didn’t like 
the official ballot and added” he 
was acting in the interest of the 
people in refusing to call an elec- 
tion. 


Would Cost $300. 
“If I were to do my official duty 


I would have to place on the bal- 


lot the names of all those who are 
qualified, but if I did that the 
votes. wouldn’t be counted, so I 
have decided just to cancel the’ 
election altogether,” Atkinson said. 

Atkinson said it would cost ap- 
proximately $300 to hold the elec- 
tion and that he had been in- 
formed by the county commission- 
ers that they would not provide 
the necessary funds. 

Several attorneys who were 
consulted on the question agreed 
the county’s action would not in- 
validate the state election unless 
the vote should be unusually close. 
The ballot contains 33 constitu- 
tional amendments and the names 
of four candidates for solicitor 
general of the Brunswick judicial 
district—making it highly improb- 
able that the vote will be close. 

However, there is a legal aspect 
to the action, it was pointed out. 
With reference to such elections, 
Section 34-1401 of the Georgia 
code says: 

“The Governor shall furnish the 
several ordinaries all blank forms 
necessary for said elections, which

It is often good to learn what others think 
of us, especially when they enjoy the advantage 
of the long range, external view. Thus there 
should be universal interest, in the south, in the 
leading editorial in the current issue of The 
Saturday Evening Post. It is entitled “New 
Hope for the South.” 

Especially in view of its position in past days 
in regard to southern problems, the optimism 
expressed by the Post in this editorial weighs 
more heavily in the scales of probability than 
most other like expressions from most other 
sources. 

It is an analysis of the economic conditions 
below the Mason and Dixon line, which con- 
ditions are described as “gloomy” in the open- 
ing paragraph. Yet, says the editorial, there 
are several signs of hope on the horizon which 
have not received the attention they deserve. 
These indications, it is added, have considerable 
significance in the aggregate. 

“No one of these enterprises,” says the ed- 
itorial, “is the answer to the south’s problem. 
In the end, the solution obviously will be a 
combination of many such things. World con- 
ditions are forcing the cotton states to shift 
their whole plan of existence, and the shift 
naturally brings hardship—temporarily, at 
least.” 

After pointing out that the domestic con- 
sumption of cotton is increasing, despite the 
development of synthetic fibers, although ex- 
ports have dropped to half, the editorial points 
to various recently developed industries which 
are all beneficial to the south. Even the rayon 
industry, it states, is making its greatest ex- 
pansion in this section of the country. 

Among promising young industries listed are 
the making of commercial starch from sweet 
potatoes, the southern kraft paper industry 
and the making of newsprint from slash pine 
and the production of tung oil. The domestic 
demand for tung oil, it is pointed out, has been 
greatly increased because of the warfare in 
China, former great source of this product. , 

When such a publication as the Post can 
look with such optimism, from the outside, 
upon the economic status of the south, it be- 
hooves southerners themselves to count their 
opportunities and to see that every possible 
advantage is taken of each. 

Incidentally, there is an unintended word of 
warning in one phrase of the Post editorial, in 
reference to tung oll. A warning which could 
well be taken to heart by all who would see the 
south prosper under a greater diversification 
of industry, induced by development of new 
products. “The production of tung oil,” it is 
stated, “has suffered from too much publicity 
and too much promotion.” 

When any young industry becomes the prey 
of unscrupulous promoters,-it-cannot fail to re- 
sult in holding back that industry for years. 

It might be added, to the arguments put 


forth by the Post, that the south will inevitably 


go ahead industrially, agriculturally and eco- 
nomically, when once the necessary readjust- 
ment is made, but that it will advance more 
quickly if other sections of the country will 
forget ancient prejudice and selfish rivalry, 
and aid in doing away with such sectional in- 
justices as the freight rate inequalities and 
state barriers against southern products. 

And the quicker the south achieves the com- 
ing new prosperity, the greater will be the 
benefit to the entire nation.

The Bible in Germany 
The radio in Germany is solely an arm of 
the Nazi government. And that government, 
it has been officially explained on a number 
of occasions, is no religious institution. It 


should not be surprising, therefore, that Protes-- 


tants and Catholics, for years accustomed to 
listening to religious programs on the air, now 
listen in vain. Jewish services, of course, of any 
kind, have long been proscribed. 

Furthermore, and right in line with the 
notorious Nazi fire festival, the “burning of 
books,” comes the governmental curb on the 
sale of Bibles and the distribution of religious 
tracts, 

The “literary chamber,” an adjunct of the 
propaganda ministry, has ordered that Bibles 
and tracts may now be displayed only in “con- 
fessional” book stores. A special permit is 
necessary for purchases in ordinary book stores, 
Inasmuch, however, as there are few, if any, 
book stores in Germany now devoted exclusively 
to the sale of religious material, the order has 
the effect of controlling the sale of the Bible. 
the most widely distributed and read volume 
in the world. | 

Another ukase from the literary chamber 
prohibits Bible societies from subsidizing book 
publishers. Bibles must henchforth be sold at 
such prices as will pay for the cost of publica- 
tion. Possibly this is reaction to the report of 
the American Bible Society that 200,000 more 
copies of the sacred work were sold in Germany 
in 1938 than of Hitler’s book, “Mein Kampf.” 

Although church officials argue that the 
radio broadcasts were intended primarily for 
invalids and those living too far from churches 
to attend, that the ban would deprive such 
people of the benefits of religious services, there 
is not the slightest indication that the order 
will be modified. In all probabily it will be 
broadened. 

The precepts of Christianity seemingly have 
no place in the official Nazi creed. On the 
contrary paganism, with all its cold, inhuman, 
bestial superstitions, seems to be the basis of 
a new fanatical faith which is gradually taking 
possession of, or more accurately, being forced 
upon, a once deeply religious Christian people. 


Tainted Daring 

The lives of two men have been lost in re- 
cent weeks over the wastes of the North At- 
lantic. Lost in futile and vain-glorious daring, 
in love of adventure tainted by foolishness. 
Neither of the men, emulating Corrigan, bother- 
ed to obtain permission for the flight. Neither 
had a plane equipped for long flight through 
uncharted skies. Neither had a plane strong 
enough to withstand the buffeting of the ribald 
elements of the ocean skies. 

Two men have kept their rendevous in the 
unknown, their lives sacrificed to the call that 
lures men ever into madness. Corrigan, by 
some strange freak of luck, succeeded in reach- 
ing Ireland. His mad stab for glory captured 
the imagination and he returned to this coun- 
try a public hero. His flouting of the regula- 
tions of the Civil Aeronautics Authority was 
met with a smile and a suspension that lasted 
only while he was aboard ship. Thaf was, at 
least, a protection to the ship’s captain against 
a mid-ocean take-off. 

With this example before them, it is small 
wonder these two men disregarded their license 
regulations and blindly climbed to their death, 
deaths that affect not only the apparently will- 
ing victims and their families, but the whole 
glorious vista of aviation progress. 

If, on the other hand, there had been a 
stern penalty imposed on Corrigan, a license 
suspension of several years duration for ex- 
ample, the effect might have been more salu- 
tary. 

Man is always foolhardy. There are times 
when it is necessary to save him from himself. 
Whatever measures are necessary to stop 
the death procession across the North Atlantic 
should -immediately .be taken.

George Deatherage on the stand before the 
Dies committee proved an old acquaintance. 
Deatherage himself may be new and he may be 
instigator or dupe, but the alarming hints that 
he blurted out on the congressional committee 
stand are old, old stuff. Here is the old tried and 
true material . . . the international Jewish plot

country. This last is the modern touch and has 
been part of the stock in trade only since Russia 
did go Communist. For the international Jewish 
plot was old when modern civilization was young. 
It has been utilized by every conscienceless 
schemer in the Old and New World seeking profit 
by stimulating the fears and brutal passions of 
the credulous.

The literature on the subject is copious and 
is augmented each year by a flood of cheaply 
printed tabloids, broadsides, pamphlets and some~- 
times regularly published organs. In this country 
the Jew has suffered less from this type of printed 
calumny than the Catholics in other years. The 
new stimulation of anti-Semitic sentiment has a 
point of interest when the uses to which the same 
appeal to racial, religious or economic prejudice 
has been put in Europe are held in mind. Here, 
as elsewhere, the Jew is in a decided minority. 
Since it is impossible to portray him as a domi- 
nant race he must be pilleried instead as a subtle 
schemer who pulls all the wires and is responsible 
for all the troubles that beset the sons of Adam. 
Obviously it makes no difference what party is in 
power. The malevolent instigators of the prop- 
aganda can charge Jewry with responsibility for 
all and any. 

Because the tragic thing is old, it is unrea- 
sonable to expect that it will ever end.

The answer seems to 
be yes if Federal Judge McDuffie’s 
decision in the Mobile case stands. 

The law relied upon in that case 
to punish five defendants guilty of 
conspiring to intimidate an editor 
against his campaign to end lot- 
tery and gambling rackets is a 
69-year-old one making criminal 
any conspiracy to injure persons 
in the exercise of their civil rights. 

“If two or more persons,” it 
reads (Section 51, Title 18, U. S. 
Code), “conspire to injure, op- 
press, threaten, or intimidate any 
citizen in the free exercise or en- 
joyment of any right or privilege 
secured to him by the constitution 
or laws of the United States, or 
because of his having so exercised 
the same, or if two or more per- 
sons go in disguise on the high- 
way, or on the premises of an- 
other, with intent to prevent or 
hinder his free exercise or enjoy- 
ment of any right or privilege so 
secured, they shall be fined not 
more than $5,000 and imprisoned 
not more than 10 years, and shall, 
moreover, be thereafter ineligible 
to any office or place of honor, 
profit, or trust created by the con- 
stitution or laws of the United 
States.” 


The constitutionality of the 
statute of which this section is a 
part was sustained by the United 
States supreme court in the so- 
called “Ku-Klux Cases,” decided 
March 3, 1884, against nine Klans- 
men in Fulton county, Georgia. 

In sustaining the indictment, the 
court ‘said: “If the government of 
the United States has within its 
constitutional domain no authority 
to provide against these evils, if 
the very sources of power may be 
poisoned .by corruption or con- 
trolled by violence and outrage, 
without legal restraint, then, in- 
deed, is the country in danger, and 
its best powers, its highest pur- 
poses, the *hopes which it inspires, 
and the love which enshrines it, 
are at the mercy of the combina- 
tions of those who respect no right 
but brute force, on the one hand, 
and unprincipled corruptionists on 
the other.” 


The possibilities in this old law 
which has now béen ‘resurrected 
are tremendous, it seems to us, 
and they are discussed here with* 
out prejudice. One of the first 
things that may occur to those 
who study the situation will be its 
relation to the proposed federal 
anti-lynch law. If the fedéral 
government is possessed already 
of a right to apprehend and pun- 
ish lynchers, the need of such a 
law will be even less obvious. 


As to the right or wrong of such 
a power as this old statute seems 
to give the federal government, 
there is plenty of room for argu- 
ment. The possibilities of mis- 
use are almost infinite. - Almost 
infinite, too, are the possibilities 
for good use, for employment in 
the most American of all Ameri- 
can ideals—the maintenance of 
évery citizen’s right to fair trial, 
due process of law, free speech, 
free press, free assembly and wor- 
ship, and all other privileges and 
safeguards of our law. Not mere- 
ly the right to these things against 
hostile statutes or lawmakers, but 
the right against those self-ap- 
pointed ones who take the law into 
their own hands.

It is a most comprehensive report and, it seems to me, complete- 
ly deflates the charge: made against tne department. It is a re- 
port which is itself sensational in that it presents factually and 
with little emotion, a picture of what is happening and what has 
happened in our county. The investigation ought to go on. But 
now the welfare board has been heard, it seems the weight of the 
argument is in their favor. The stethescope and the blood pressure 
machines cannot tell the story. Not all of it. 


Mr. Mitchell, through his factual report, has given to the citizens 
of the county a look at the other side o! the picture. It is a stark 
picture and merits a calm study by all those interested. “Here cre 
some of your citizens,” it says to the city and county, “look at - 
them and decide.” 


PITY AND ANGER A great many people have grown angry 
about relief without ever having seen the 


picture. There may have been waste in some instances. But noth- 
ing can take away the picture presented by the Mitchell report. 

_ Pity and anger are emotions not far apart on the scale of emo- 
tions. It is all too easy to turn from pity to anger. Pity is not 
enough It must be translated into some sort of effective plan. 


The county commissioners are honest men. They have a job to 
do which taxes the best thought and planning. They are caught 
between the hopeless beaten ones whose distress is not as articulate 
as that of those already burdened with taxes. The problem of relief 
is one which the national administratior, has failed to solve. It is 
one which threatens to wreck the larger urban counties. Fulton 
county commissioners have done a job as well as it could be done. 
It is obvious the board has done the job.as well as it could. The 
two must work out the problem. They can’t solve it. The best 
they can do is to. create some sort of stop-gap. The answer lies in 
the fields. Cotton, tobacco, vegetables, markets, eroded fields, and 
a so economy generally are bound up in the problem of 
r ; 

Pity must not turn to anger. 


THESE ARE OUR PEOPLE Meanwhile, these defeated, piti- 

ful people are our people. They 
live in Atlanta. They are a problem of humanity and of sociology. 
They live close by the great fear of hunger and of no roof. They 
are close always to starvation. Most of this particular group could 
not be rehabilitated with jobs or meals. But they do have emotions 
and they must have a great capacity for suffering. They and the 
unemployed make up the great challenge to this country. We need 
not look across the seas to find new fears. We need not try to 
feed them with speeches or with fears. 


Because we not yet have solved the problem of abandoned 
farms; the problem of too little to eat because we have too much, 
of too little to wear because we have too much, these people and 
their problem have been created. They are a by-product. 


It is not right to frighten them or to add to their embarrass- 
ment. The shocking charges of a few days ago may have been, after 
all, an excelelnt idea if they have succeeded in bringing the pic- 
ture to all who did not know the picture. The commissioners and 
the board must be assisted in their plans to make more efficient 
the administration. 


Relief ought to be in the hands of trained relief workers. Poli-« 
tics ought not to trade in human misery, as too often it does. There 
ought to be trained workers and, above all, trained administrators, 
Our commissioners can do that. The federal government ought te 
insist on it. , 

Meanwhile, even though you do not see them or their suffere 
ing and fears, these are our people, with large and terrifying fearg 
and a small, pitiful and all but extinguished ray of hope. 
ss Fo a problem for all the people and it will require their best 

nking.

NEW ORLEANS, June 2.—(7) 
The charge that Secretary of Ag- 
riculture Wallace _would place 
himself through the  propos- 
ed cotton export subsidy plan in 
complete control of. both foreign 
and dometic cotton price levels 
was made in an open letter ad- 


dressed to Wallace here today. 

The New Orleans Spot Cotton 
Merchants’ Association terminated 
a caustic criticism of Wallace’s 
plan with the following comment: 

“We are wondering, Mr. Sec- 
retary. whether the whole export 
subsidy scheme was not devised 
with the political idea that a rapid 
disposal of loan stocks at what- 
ever cost necessary was required 
to cover up the impending com- 
plete collapse of the farm program 
under the uneconomic policies em- 
ployed.” 

“Answer” to Speech. 

The association declared Wal- 
lace’s control of price levels was 
“a condition surely not to be ex- 
pected or desired in a democratic 
nation.” It further declared the 
plan was contrary to the United 
States’ reciprocal trade policy and 
would tend to bring about a price 
war with other cotton producing 
countries. 

The letter was titled an “An- 
swer” to Secretary Wallace’s re- 
cent speech at Little Rock, Ark., 
supporting the export subsidy 
plan. 

“In the first place,” the letter 
asserted, “we fail to understand 
the complete face-about from your 
speech at Fort Worth to that at 
Little Rock; in what way have 
conditions changed that a plan 
which was so injurious at that 
time is so beneficial now? You 
state the export subsidy plan is 
necessary because of the immense 
surplus of American cotton. What 
caused the surplus? The govern- 
ment loan above world prices,”

Bund Chief Declares Cam- 
paign Designed ‘To Mor- 
ally Destroy Me.’ 


NEW YORK, June 2.—(/)— 
Fritz Kuhn, national chieftain of 
the pro-Nazi German-American 
bund, declared today that despite 
a “smearing campaign” designed. 
“to morally destroy me,” he would 
carry his “struggle against all sub- 
versive elements forward as never 
before until a truly free America 
again is achieved.” 

In a statement issued after his 
counsel had failed to obtain per- 
mission to examine minutes of the 
grand jury which indicted Kuhn 
recently for grand larceny. and 
forgery, the bund leader rted 
his innocence and asked the 
explanation of what he termed 
the “persecution” must “be looked 
for in the field of politics.” 

“Despite a long sequence of fed- 
eral, state and municipal investi- 
gations and summary trumped-up 
court cases, nothing dishonorable, 
treasonable or in any way disloyal 
has been shown against the bund, 
its subdivisions, related organiza- 
tions, or myself,” he said. 

Regarding the indictment, re- 
turned in connection with the al- 
leged theft of $14,548.59 of bund 
funds, Kuhn said all monies col- 
lected and turned over to him 
“will be duly accounted for.” He 
asserted he had not “spent a single 
cent of the bund’s money in any 
manner other than authorized by 
the national: convention of the 
bund.” 

“It is perfectly clear to me,” 
Kuhn said, “that no means will be 
eschewed by our opponents to 
eliminate me and, that not being 
possible in a lawful manner, the 
press is beginning to make use 
of the basest weapons conceivable 
to morally destroy me, to blacken 
my good name.”

| Apparent Loss of 90 in Thetis 


in Sub History 


By The Associated Press. 
Faint tappings from inside the 
stricken British submarine Thetis 


early today led to hope that some 
of the 90 men aboard would be 
rescued from the fate of about 
900 others who have died in un- 
dersea craft disasters of the past 
quarter century. 

The loss of 90 of the 94 men 
aboard the Thetis when it went 
down would constitute the great- 
est toll of life in the long list of 
submarine disasters. 

The most costly previous dis- 
aster was on August 21, 1923, 
when a Japanese submarine foun- 
dered beside a dock at Kobe, 
Japan, taking to the bottom all 
85 hands aboard. 

Britain’s greatest loss of life 
heretofore was the loss of the sub- 
marine L-24 on January 10, 1924, 
with 83 men aboard. 

The accident to the Thetis fol- 
lowed by a week the sinking of the 
United States submarine Squalus 
with a loss of 26 men and 33 res- 
cued.

This resolution petitioned Gov- 
ernor Fred P. Cone to call an ex- 
tra legislative session November 
7 if the report of the tax commis- 
sion warranted it. However, many 
legislators said they believed the 
chief executive would not call the 
lawmakers back into meeting. 
Cone has said nothing about it. 


No New Taxes. 


Both the house and the senate 
agreed during the day on a gen- 
eral appropriations bill calling for 
expenditure of about $9,500,000 a 
year for governmental operations. 
This was added to several millions 
of dollars in special appropriations. 

The lawmakers imposed no new 
taxes and made only slight re- 
vision of existing occupational li- 
censes applying to certain classes 
of the péople. They voted repeal 
of the 1-2 per cent gross receipts 
tax on retail stores but the Gov- 
ernor has not acted on the bill. 
The tax produced about $2,000,000 
a year. : 

Among the tax plans killed or 
lost in the last-minute crush were 
proposals for sales taxes, luxury 
taxes, amusement taxes, higher 
levies on chain stores and race 
track bets, taxes on slot machines, 
gambling. casinos and punch 


boards, 
Racing an Issue, 

There also were various pro- 
posals to eliminate the ad valodem 
tax system and replace it with oth- 
er forms of taxation. The law- 
makers did submit to the 1940 
electorate a proposed constitution- 
al amendment to abolish property 
taxes for state purposes only but 
this would be less than five mills 
on the dollar. 

The Alfred I. duPont estate paid 
$2,900,000 in inheritance taxes on 
the second day of the legislative 
session but back bills more than 
used up the money. 

Racing was a much discussed 
topic all through the 60-day ses- 
sion. First there was the success- 
ful.effort of non-racing counties 
to preserve the equal distribution 
of race track revenue among the 
counties. Then there was the 
senate’s investigation of conditions 
connected with Florida horse and 
dog tracks. Lastly there was the 
senate’s move today to increase 
The 
senate passed the higher tax bills 
but the house did not. 

The legislature established a 
state road patrol to be financed by 
an annual drivers’ license of 50 
cents a year.

The village of Perryville, men- 
aced by the volcano, had only two 
white residents today, Mr. and 
Mrs. A. D. Johnson, and a radio 
message from Johnson said “To- 
morrow there will be only myself 
and wife in village.” 

All but 12 of the normal native 
population of 92 have gone to sea- 
sonal fishing grounds farther away 
“and were glad to get out of here.” 

“The eruptions have put tre- 
mendous fear in the natives,” 
Johnson said. “They spend most 
of the 24 hours a day sitting out- 
side dugouts and huts, keeping 
eyes on mountain of fire.

CRITICS BOMBARD 
TVA BOND PROPOSAL 


Whelchel Urges Amendment 
To Replace Taxes Coun- 
ties Would Lose. 


WASHINGTON, June 2.—(P)— 
The Tennessee Valley Authority’s 
$100,000,000 bond issue proposal, 
heading toward a “show-down” 
fight in the house next week, un- 
derwent a bombardment of criti- 
cism today from representatives of 


the coal industry, railroads and 
county judges of the TVA area. 

The witnesses told a house mili- 
tary affairs subcommittee that 
further expansion of the federal 
agency’s power program, and the 
substitution of hydroelectric pow- 
er for existing steam plants, would 
seriously affect the coal industry, 
reduce railroad tonnage and cur- 
tail employment. 

The committee, headed by Rep- 
resentative May, Democrat, Ken- 
tucky, continued its hearings in 
the face of a maneuver by TVA 
supporters, seeking legislation to 
finance the purchase of Tennessee 
Electric Power Company  prop- 
erties before June 20, to force a 
house vote on the bond issue with- 
out waiting for the committee’s 
report. 

Senator Norris, Independent, 
Nebraska, obtained senate appro- 
val of the bond issue yesterday 
as an amendment to the $45,000,- 
000,000 government debt limita- 
tion bill, already passed by the 
house. He said he hoped there 
would be a house roll call on the 
amendment through a motion that 
the house concur in the senate ac- 
tion. 

The senate passed the same pro- 
posal several weeks ago as an 
amendment to the TVA act, and 
this is the amendment before 
May’s committee. 

May said the Norris proposal 
would “not bear the light of day” 
and that he would seek opportu- 
nity to oppose it on the floor. 

Representative Whelchel, Dem- 
ocrat, Georgia, urged the adop- 
tion of his amendment providing 
for replacement by TVA of taxes 
counties stand to lose in his sec- 
tion of Georgia under the deal.

supervisor for federal courts, told 
the organization’s sixth annual 
conference, (Chappel until recent- 
ly had been head of the Atlanta 
office of the probation system.) 

Fifteen years ago, Chappell 
pointed out, it was legal to own 
gold and illegal to own whisky. 
Now the reverse is true, he said. | 

For another, Chappel said, states 
tend more and more to leave the 
capture and punishment of offend- 
ers to the federal government, 
through interstate laws and 
through establishment of such 
agencies as the WPA and _ the 
wage-hour act. 

Commenting on the federal sys- 
tem, he said there now were twice 
as many persons serving federal 
sentences outside prisons as _ in 
them, with 27,000 probationers and 
6,000 parolees compared with 16,- 
000 persons confined in prisons. 

Round-table discussions will 
take up most of tomorrow’s pro- 
gram. 


IN OLD AGE BENEFITS 


WASHINGTON, June 2.- ()—| 
The house ways and means com- 
mittee, finishing work tonight on 
proposed changes in the social se- 
curity law, voted to increase the 
maximum for federal old-age as- 
sistance from $15 to $20 a month. 

This assistance is matched dol- 
lar-for-dollar with state funds, so 
that states may obtain the maxi- 
mum only by providing $20 them- 
selves, in which case beneficiaries 
would receive $40 a month plus 
any sum above $20 which the 
states provide.
